sparks ignited the roof 
of Smith & Phillips’ music store and 
the building owned by W. H. Deid- 
riok in the rear on Washington street, 
opposite the News Review office.

Fire broke out in the bakery of J. 
B. Rowe, corner Third and Washing­ 
ton streets, shortly after 3 o’clock yes­ 
terday afternoon. Two buildings were 
gutted, three 
damaged 
and 
others 
s< orched. 
At the time few people were 
at 
home in 
that 
neighborhood. 
Mrs. 
Rowe aud the servant were the only 
persons about the Rowe place, aud 
the residents of 
the 
neighborhood 
were nearly ail away from home. 
Mr. Rowe at the time of the fire 
was in the West End. 
Dr. L. 
C. 
Jackman was reading at his office in 
the Diamond, while Mrs. Jackman also 
was away from home. 
Two young 
men Fred Larkins and Frank Wood­ 
burn, 
who room at 
Rowo’s, 
were 
also in another part ot town, and 
they lost all their clothing and what 
ready money they had. 
The servant at 
the Rowe home 
discovered fire in the rear of the bak­ 
ery and sounded the 
alarm. 
Mrs. 
Rowe was completely prostrated with 
fright, but managed to save some per­ 
sonal effects of the family. 
The 
fire 
company 
responded 
promptly to the call, and it was only 
by heroic 
efforts that 
the progress 


o f the 
conflagration was curbed as 
soon as it was. The blaze was an ex­ 
ceedingly ugly one to fight, the build­ 
ings being built closely together and 
were frame structures. After a line 
of hose 
had been run to the alley 
rn the rear of the bakery the firemen 
began to hope to save 
some of the 
property and worked 
like 
beavers, 
while 
many citizens 
assisted 
the 
stricken families to remove the house­ 
hold goods and clothing to places of 
safety. 
The home of Dr. Jackman was en­ 
tirely 
destroyed, as also 
was 
the 
Rowe building. The blacksmith shop 
of Harlin Gamble was saved by 
the 
slate 
roof and sustained but 
little 
damage, while the 
East 
Liverpool 
monument works building was badly 
damaged. The home of Richard Till 
w,'i> badly burned. 
The north and 
West wralls 
w'ill have to be replaced. 
W. h . Surles’ residence was scorched. 
Sparks ignited the 
shingle roof 
of 
August Geithlen’s 
building. 
Fourth 
street, but it was soon extinguished.

Sr. L ou is, May 14.— The Presbyterian 
general assembly will meet Thursday in 
the Washington and Compton Avenue 
Presbyterian church, this city. 
One of the most important matters to 
be brought up is the question as to 
^whether the Westminster confession of 
faith shall be revised.

The following are the sections in the 
confession to which, it is said, exception 
is taken. 
••Third— By the decree of God, for 
the manifestation of His glory, some men 
aud angels are predestined unto everlast­ 
ing life and others foreordained unto 
everlasting death. 
“ Fourth— These angels and men, thus 
predestined and foreordained, are par­ 
ticularly and unchangeably 
destined 
aud their number is so certain aud defi­ 
nite that it cannot be either increased or 
diminished.” 
Several presbyteries have asked spe- 
cifically that the assembly should an- 
point a committee to consider the whole 
question of creed revision, while others 
desire that a new creed be ordered, leav­ 
ing the old one untouched to be pre­ 
served intact as a historical document, 
while the 
new versioh shall be the 
working creed of the church. 
These 
overtures will all be refer ted to the com­ 
mittee on bills and overtures, of which 
th** Rev. Dr. Robert P. Sample, of New 
York, will be chairman. 
Other overtures relate to the office of 
the stated clerk of the assembly, the 
Rev. Dr. William A. Roberts, who hail 
held that position for ifi years.

“ We recommend that there be but one 
funeral secretary for each of the organ-

W a s h in g t o n, May 14.—The minority 
report on the shipping subsidy bill, op­ 
posing that measure, has been tiled iii 
the house by the majority of the mem­ 
bers of the Democratic minority of the 
committee on merchant marine and 
fisheries. 
Representative Fitzgerald, of 
Massachusetts, drew the report, which 
was signed also by De Vries, California; 
Daly, New .Jersey, and Speight, Missis­ 
sippi. 
Three other Democrats of the 
committee, Messrs. Chattier. Small and 
Ramsdell haretofore 
submitted their 
view, upholding the general principle of 
government aid to the merchant marine, 
but pointing out defects iii tin*bill. 
The report quotes recent utterances of 
President McKinley on the remarkable 
increase of our shipbuilding, and says in 
p art: 
Our foreign trade. then, is increasing with 
wonderful rapidity and our shipbuilding indus­ 
try is remarkably prosperous without subsidy. 
Why, then, should the whole country bi* taxed 
to provide gratuities for industries which art 
now prosperous and which have every prospect 
of continuing to be more and rn,ire fir* -perousi 
As the government could not. under die pro­ 
posed law. take American ship- or cruisers »u 
transports on any more favorable terms thai: 
it can now obtain them. viz., by flaying foi 
them all they are worth, it will on this scort 
get nothing for its lavish subsidy expendi­ 
tures. 
Neither is there anything in the lid 
which would provide American 
-canu n tai 
our national detente. 
Such a large amount of subsidy practically 
put at file cbs , - a1 of the few who benefit- by 
this bid cannot lait tend to unite, even mort 
closely than now. the great shipbuilding, ship- 
owning ana rail road int el est - con, cr lied in t Le 
nu a-ui e. 
Bv tlu- time these few interests bring ii 
tlu-ir foreign ow lu-d ships and get their ship*

being built into the subsidy race the $!*.

stop competition and lo prevent tiu-ir subsidy 
rates and ptotits from declining. 
We behew 
that such a combination would be completed 
soon after the passage of this bill. 
We place no faith in the anti-trust amend 
meld. Ab Ila* federal and -tale ant,-trust 
laws now ill exist,'.ice have proven fum e anc 
have not lessened the rapid grow th of trusts. 
In conclusion, the ot jeetioiis arc summed tip 
a- follow s: 
First— The objects professed iii the title ar* 
entirely forgotten in the nill. 
heeond—It 
is reasonably certain that tin 
most of the subsidy would go to lines already 
established and prosperous. 
Third—Under this bill the ordinary freight 
steamers, w hich carry HU or WI per cent of oui 
agricultural export-, will get but a fraction o, 
the amount of the subsidy which tim passenger 
steamers would receive, although the lattei 
carry less than IU per cent of our agriculture 
exports. 
Fourth—Under this bill a -hip can run prac­ 
tically in ballast and draw sui sidy. 
We be 
licve that when freight is not promptly offeree 
it will pay a certain class of ships to run euip 
ty rather than wait tor a cargo. 
Fifth—Tins bill would tax all citizens to pro 
vide extra profits for a favored few in this fa 
vored industry. 


S i x t h — The professions of this bill are in*m 
cere and its principles are unsound. We U 
lieve that the best interests of this nation «U 
not demand the passage of this or any sinnLaj 
bill.
